Derry Prison, 12th Brumaire, ani 6, 

(3d Nov. 1798.) N.S. 

‘ « On my artival here, Major Cuester informed me, 
that bis orders from your Lordfhip, in confequence, as 
I ptefume, of the dire&tions of Government, were, that 
I thould be put in irons. J take it for granted thofe 
ordérs were ifflued in ignorance of the rank I have the 
honour to hold in the armies of the French Republic ; 
I am in confequence to apprife your Lordthip, that I 
am. breveted .as Chef du Brigade in the infantry, fince 
the 1ft Meflidor, an. 4; that I have been promoted to 
the rank of Adjutant-General the 2d Niyofe, an. 65 
and, finally, that I have ferved as fuch, attached to 
General Harpy, fince the 3d.Thermidor, an, 6, by 
virtue of the orders of the Minifter at Wars Major 
Cuesrer, to whom I have fhewa my commiffions, can 
fatisfy your Lordfhip as to.the fact, and General Harpy 
will afcertain the authenticity of the documents. 

“© Under thefe circumftances, I addrefs myfelf to 
your Lordthip as a man_of hanour and a foldier ;—and
